2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly  the  prop- 
erty to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authentic- 
ity or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to  be  for  a 
single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a  numbered  item  in  the 
catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered  item  are  designated  as  a  "Lot" 
then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the  number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any 
dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  suc- 
cessful bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the 
article  in  dispute.

Note:  This  splendid  silk-woven  tapestry  and  its  companion,  the  following 
tapestry,  were  woven  at  the  Gobelins  Manufactory  about  the  beginning  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  in  which  period  the  Gobelins  was  placed  by  Mansard  under 
the  direction  of  Robert  de  la  Cotte.  The  tapestries  are  executed  after  designs  of 
Noel  Coypel,  a  French  painter,  born  in  Paris  in  1628  and  received  into  the 
Academy  in  1663,  who  was  the  collaborator  of  the  great  designer  Le  Brun,  being 
considered  by  some  as  even  more  successful  than  his  master  in  the  field  of  tapestry 
design. 

Undoubtedly,  these  tapestries  are  from  a  set  of  A  History  of  the  Muses  and 
depict  these  fabulous  creatures  on  Mt.  Helicon  and  Mt.  Parnassus ;  excepting 
for  size  they  are  identical  with  a  set  in  the  Louvre.  They  were  formerly  the 
property  of  the  Grand  Duke  Nicolas  Michaelovitch,  who  was  assassinated  during 
the  World  War,  and  were  later  owned  by  Madame  Gumeus  of  Paris.

^  Paris.  Michel  Coxcie  (or  Van  Coxie),  a  Flemish  painter,  born  at  Mechlin  in  1499, 

was  instructed  by  Barend  van  Orley,  with  whom  he  visited  Rome  and  studied  the 
works  of  Raphael.  The  'Flemish  Raphael',  as  he  was  afterwards  called,  undertook 
in  conjunction  with  Van  Orley  the  execution  of  tapestries  after  Raphael's  cartoons. 
Vide  Bryan,  Dictionary  of  Painters  and  Engravers,  1903. 

Actually  very  little  is  known  of  the  Fontainebleau  Tapestry  Manufactory. 
Sauval,  in  Histoire  de  I'Antiquites  de  Paris,  says  "regarding  the  foundation  of  a 
manufactory  of  tapestries  in  the  royal  palace  at  Fontainebleau  by  King  Francis  I, 
about  the  year  1535  he  invited  a  number  of  Flemish  and  Italian  tapestry  weavers 
to  pursue  their  calling  in  France  under  his  protection.  These  men,  supplemented, 
probably,  by  native  workmen,  were  established  in  the  palace  of  Fontainebleau 
under  the  direction  of  Philibert  Babou  de  la  Bourdaissiere.  .  .  ."  Under  Henri 
IV  the  director  of  the  Fontainebleau  workshop  was  Philibert  Delorme,  with  whose 
disgrace  and  subsequent  dismissal  the  history  of  the  workshop  comes  to  an  end.
